Wasuinctron, February 25.—[Special.]— 
The democratic caucus tonight on the silver 
question, like all other democratic caucuses 
reached no conc!usfon. 

The mombers simply met, delivered them- 
selves of speeches and adjourned. 

There were about one hundred and _ fifty 
present. Ofthese, nearly one hundred fa- 
vored early action upon the free coinage bill. 
The others favored shelving the bill until after 
the presidential election. . 

The latter were composed almost exclu- 
sively of northern and eastern men, who are 
afraid of tho issue. 

A score or more spoke, giving their reasons 


‘for favoring immediate action or for postpene- 


ment. 
The Nature of the Call. 

The resolutions, having been revised since 
the call, were circulated by Representative 
Harter, of Ohio. “They read: ; 

Resolved, That we are in favor of the continued 
ase of both gold and silver as money, and that we 
are unalterably opposed to any legistation which 
will drive either meta] ont of goneral circulation. 

Resolved, That in justice to the *demo- 
cratic party, and with due . consideration 
for the general business, industrial and 
financial interests of the nation, we deem it the 
duty of the democratic members of the fifty-sec- 
ond congress to defer any definite action on the 
subject of free coinage unttl the question of its 
wisdom and justice is distinctly made in the elec- 
tions of 1392. iar 

Mr. Call continued: 

We ask you further to invite the democratic 
members of the senate to this conference.

It might be within ten days, orit might bo 
postponed until the frst week in April, but the 
time for consideration will. be tixed at once, 
and, when that is done, no amount of dilatory 
proceeding can prevent a vote upon the bill. 

Senator Hill in Washington. 

Senator David B. Hill returned from New 
Tork this morning. When he reached the 
senate, shortly before noon, he was given a 
genuine ovation by his democratic colleagues. 
Thoy crowded around him in great nuimbers 
to tender congratulations over his magnificent 
victory in New York. Senator Hill wore his 
usual pleasant smile, and received 
the congratulations of his colleagues 
with words of appreciation of the 
interest they seemed to take in bis 
ambitions. When asked if ne had anything 
to say about the action of the New. York con- 
vention he replied, with a ‘smile: ‘There is 
nothing for me to say, except that I appreciate 
the honor conferred upon me. Yhe conven- 
tion said all that is to be said for the present.”’ 

Senator Hill will remain in Washington for 
the present, though within a few weeks he 
may take a short trip down to Savannah for a 
few days. Indeed, itis probablo he will accept 
an invitation to deliver an address there on 
St. Patrick's day. 

Senator Colquitt’s Return. 

Senator Colquitt returned from Georgia this 
anorning. 

“T found,” said he, “that ‘the sentiment 
for the nomination of Senator Hill by the 
democratic party is rapidly increasing in 
Georgia. Our people look upon him as the 
man we can elect, and a man who would give 
the country a magnificent adminisiration.

The police then 
charged the crowd ahd a free fight ensued, After 
a short struggle the workmen were dispersed, and 
the leaders were arrested. 

“The Kaiser Must See Us.” 

The meeting of which the disturbanee was the 
outcome, was held in the suburb of Friedrich» 
shain, under socialist auspices, and was attended 
by sevoral thousand of anemployed persons. Sev 
eral violent speeches were made.

CINCINNATI, February 25.—f{Special.}—-At noon 
today, in an old, unused room on the fourth floor 
of the Cincinnati hotel, a man’s dead body was 
found.

HOW THE NEGRO WAS ROBBED, 


The Convention Was a Greéat Collection 
of Cranks and People’s Party

Congressmen Livingstonand Moses, Major 
Wilson, Mr. Parker and President E. S. Rich- 
ardson, of the Georgia colored alliance, 
reached Atlanta last night from St. Louis, 
whero thoy attended the convention. __— 

Colonel Livingston, Colonel Moses and 

Major Wilson arejfiat-footed in their opposition 
toa third party. Azdso is the colored dele- 
gate. 
Colonel Livingston stated that if should be 
clearly understood that the convention refused 
to act on the third party question. After the 
convention adjourned a mass meeting was 
held at which separate political organization 
was endorsed, but the regular alliance dele- 
gates walked out and had no partin the pro- 
ceedings. 


Richardson is indignant at the way his 


order was treated by the third party boomers 
in the convention. He says that they first 
tried to get him to go over to them and, when 
ho refused, they robbed the colored alliance 
of its yotes and gave them to a white thifd 
party man. : = 

Cotone! Livfngston and Colonel Moses will 
speak at Covington tomorrow and they. will 
have-something Interesting to: tell about the 
convéhtion’s proceedings. Both stated last 
night that ex-Senator Ellington and Colonel 
Branch, who gotto St. Louis ahead of them, 
told the western -men that “Livingston is 
coming to break up the convention and pre- 
vent the formation of a -third party. Then 
the third party n.en proceeded to pack the 
Georgia delegation. “é 

Colone! Livingston Talks. 

“There was no contest over tlre seats of the 
regular white delegates, Moses, Wilson, 
Pa!mer and myself,’’ said’ Colonel Livingston, 
‘but we were not reported-on at first and that 
shut us out foratime. Here is the way Geor- 
gia was represented: Ellington, Branch and 
Parker as representatives of the National Citi- 


zens’ Industrial Alliance, a body that I never | 


heard “f in Georgia. Mind you, they were not 
initia..d and appointed until they got to St, 
Louis. 

“Then Gilmore was seated with eleven 
votes for the colored alliance of Georgia. 

“Moses, Wilson and Palmer finally got in as 
tke regular w from the Georgia 
State Alliance, but that was upon a compro- 
mise that Kemp and Post should be admitted 
as delegates, but agreeing to the unit rule. I 
was a delegate from the national alliance. 

*Eilington was put on the credentials eom- 
mittee, and he kept the regular delegates from 
the Georgia alliance from having a voice in 
the organization. 

“Congressmen Livingston and Moses did, 
after all, keep the convention froin declaring 
for separate organization. There was a big 
fight in the platform committee, but tie third 
party men gave up there, and agreed to let the 
convention finish its work. 

‘‘We left and took no part in'the mass meet- 
ing which endoftsed a new party movement,’’ 
said Colonel Moses, speaking for himself, 
Colonel Livingston and Major Wilson. ‘‘They 
tried torule me out because I was {a demo- 
crat,”’ Colonel Moses continued. 

Here is a good one he got off. 

“The crank, Donnelly, declared that the 
color line would be wiped out, and it was 
as far as Georgia was concerned, for her colored 
votes were given to a white man.’’ 

“The platform which was adopted by the 
regular convention is good democratic doc- 
trine except the transportation plank and the 
back pay forthe soldiers,’’ said Colonel Liy- 
ingston. 

Colonel Livingston states emphatically that 
no allianceman is bound tothe third party in 
any way by the action of the convention. 
He thinks that the national democratic con- 
vention will make a platform at Chicago 
which will embody the demands of the alli- 
ance. 

Major Wilson Talks. 

Major Wilson, of Sumter county, expressed 
his opiniom thus: “I think the rights of 
Georgia’were outraged by the voting of the 
bogus delegates. There was nobody in Georgia 
entitled to representation except the state 
alliance (white), whose delegation was im- 
posed upon by seating two irregular delegates, 
and the colored alliance, whose representation 
was placed in the hands of one white man by 
Humphreys, of Texas, another white man. 

*‘T don’t consider that the southern alliance- 
men are at all bouad to the third party move- 
ment by the action of this convention, and, 
indeed, they will not be so bound. 

‘The platform adopted ig, in many respects, 
inferior to the Ocala platform. 

“The financial plank does not materially 
differ from the Ocala piatform, and as such it 
receives my sanction. I do not like the trans- 
portation plank. I prefer the Georgia system. 
I utterly repudiate that part which recom- 
mends back rations to the pensioner. The 
preamble to the platform contains much that 
is true, with a considerable dash of bun- 
combe.”’ 

The Nezro Vote. 

Ex-Chaplain J. L. Gilmore, the white alli- 
anceman from Tattnall county, was initiated 
into the colored alliance and then given eleven 
votes to cast for the colored alliancemen of 
this state, Richardson stated last night. 

He said in substance: “On my way out to 
St. Louis I was approached and asked if I 
would support a third party movement. When 
I said ‘No’ the remark was made: ‘We will 
have the colored alliance vote in the conven- 
tionanyway.’ I was advised to follow Mr. Post 
and when I refused and it was found that I 
was opposed to separate political organiza- 
tions, as Colonel Livingston and Colonel 
Moses were, the votes of Georgia's colored 
alllancemen were cast by Mr. Gilmore.” 

**Let me say right here, that although it is 
contrary to the constitution of our order to 
admit a white man #0 membership, Mr. Gil- 
more was initiated by Mr. Humphreys, of 
Texas. Mr. Humphreys isa white man, who 
is an organizer of colored alliances. He laid 
hands on Mr. Gilmore and white men of St. 
Louis, pronounced them members of the 
colured alliance, and I understand collected 50 
cents apiece from them. There were only five 


colored alliance delegates nt, and Mr. 
Humphreys paid the fare of two a those to 


the convention. 


He is theman who tried te 
get the negro cotton pickers to strike last fall 
gg they were paid a cent a pound for pick- 
‘When the colored delegates found how we 
were being treated we refused to take part in 
the proceedings. Mr. Gilmore cast not onl 
eleven votes for the colored alliance 
Georgia, but ninety-seven votes for the 
National Colored Alliance. When the woman’s 
suffrage plank came up the colored delegates 
walked out, and as we left we heard Mr. Gil- 
more stand up in-the front of the hall and say 
that he cast ninety-seven votes, representing 
the Colored National Alliance.’’ 

tichardson says he told the western people 
that the southern negroes will not gointo the 
third party. “They will vote as they have 
always voted,” he declared. 

“Mr. Humphreys promised the western men 
that he would tarn over to the third party 
1,000,000 colored votes,” Humphreys re 
marked, 

“How many will Georgia give?” Richards. 
son was asked. 

“I cannot speak definitely, of course, but FE

will not have anything to do with a new party.

The National Executive Committee Issues 
Its Address. 

St. Louis, February 25.—The joint com- 
mittee, in whose charge the matter was voted 
by the industrial conference just ended here, 
met this morning, and after an all-day’s ses- 
sion selected Omaha, Neb., as the place of 
holding the nominating convention of the 
newly born third party.

Father Gaston Called Upon to Explain 
Certain Features of His Scheme, 


HE EXHORTS AND PLEADS FOR TIME 


And Confidence—Scenes at Yesterday’s 
Mecting—The Constitution’s Story 
Creates a Sensation, 


There was whooping and howling and 
gnashing of teeth among the followers of Gas- 
ton, the African emigration leader, yesterday. 

In vain did the smooth-tongued Moses of the 


African-struck negroes attempt to pour oil 
upon the troubled waters. Fierce and wiid 
did the mad waves of dissatisfaction beat and 
shatter his efforts. 

For nearly twelve months Gaston has been 
collecting money from about two thousand 
negroes inand around Atlanta in steady in- 
stallments, but up to date the only thing they 
have secured therefor has been his promise to 
take them to Africa. Hehas postponed the 
date of sailing, firston one pretext and then 
another, until his followers, at least a major- 
ity of them, have about lost confidence in him. 
Some time ago, according to the reports from 
within the ranks, he set the sailing date the 
midd! of February and left for New 
York to contract for they slip. He 
returned and said that he “Fea secured 
a much larger ship than he originally intended 
to get, and that he would have to raise an 
additional $3,000 to pay for it, and proceeded 
to take up a collection, receiving several hun- 
@red dollars, although the money was not 
turned loose as freely as before. 

There had been some effort at an investiga- 
tion before he made his last visit{to find out 
where he kept the money he had on hand, as 
he had never divulged the eecret, even to his 
most intimate followers. He got around this, 
however, when asked about it on his return, 
by saying: 

“Why that’s all right about your money. 
Eee, just to satisfy you I have brought back a 
white man from Washington to watch ine and 
geo that everything is all right.” 

This has been the old story over and over 
again, and a few davs ago THER CONSTITUTION, 
after feeling the pulse of some of the few com- 
municative members of the emigration society, 
stated that the climax was nearat hand. Yes- 
terday's proceedings veritied the prediction. 

Down to Business. 

In addition to the dissatisfaction arising 
from the facts stated, the story of distressed, 
stranded African Emigrants in New Yoerk, 
etarted the ball to roiling, and by Y o'’ciock 
yesterday morning it had collected nearly all 
the mewbers of Gaston’s fiock. 

They read and pondered over the significant 
story with deep interest, and aiter putting this 
and that together decided to call on Gaston in 
@ body and have satisfaction In some form or 
apotler. 

They Came Together. 


When they had advised Gaston of their de- 
cision, they were invited to Schell’s hall to 
listen to his exhortations. 

There were fully two thousand five hundred 
negroes in and around the hall by 11 o'clock. 
They were surging, shouting, whooping, guy- 
ing, praying and singing in all the keys 
known, while in a voice way upin high ‘'G”’ 
Gaston was pleading for time and confidence.

“Tfave confidence, and we will reach tbat | 
land promised to the colored people from the 
beginning of time,’’ was bis earnest and 
anxious plea. 

Look at de Fools. 

An old negro soldier, who has been a strong 
neon of the scheme, met a reporter and 
said: 

‘Look yonder, captain, look at dem fool 
niggers, fore de Lawd, I never see so many 
fools in all my bawn days, and I bin libin’ in 
dis vere state of Georgy nigh on tosixty years.’’ 

It was an aggregation of negroes, surging 
their way towards the entrance of Schell’s 
hall, which looked likea black July thunder 
cloud. They comprised both male and female 
of all ages. 


“Happy on the Way.” 


One old woman, black as jet, who would 
weigh about two hundred and fifty pounds, 
seeined to have all the confidence and enthusi- 
asm inthecrowd. She was at one side of tle 
main throng, reeling and rocking, her head 
falling from one side to the other as she patted 
and sang at the top of her voice, with both eyes 
closed : 

Happy on de way! Happy on de way; 
Yes, ny Lord, we’se happ> on de way! 


Just as she was at the height of her glory, a 
wood-selier of her own color, it happened, to 
whom she was indebted a dollar, had been at- 
tracted to the crowd, and walked up and 
dunned her in about this fashion: 

“Look here, nigger oman, you better stop 
Gat darn foolishness, and pay me for dat load 
er wood or Judge Calhoun gwine ter send yer 
ter Africy fer ten days, what yer want ter 
go ter.”’ 

She quieted down a little and replied: 

“Goon way frum me, nigger, ’fore I bust 
dis washbode over yer nasty, stinkin’ head. 
I’se gwine ter Aficy with Bre’r Gaston, I is.. 
I jes owe yera dollar, and dat dollar ain't 
gwine to run yer crazy.” 

‘Yes, tis, too. Money done caused de Lawd 
to be cracified, ‘oman, and I know I ain't 
goin’ ter let no crazy nigger ’oman beat me out 
money. Dat feller Judus sole de Lawd fer 
$12 and caze he be crucified and aint gwine ter 
lose no dollar!’’

Railroad Charters. 

That railroad case between the Georgia, 
Carolina and Nagthern and the Georgia rail- 
road, however it nay be decided by the su- 
preme court of Georgia, is very apt to get a 
good many other railroads into a sea of trouble. 

The trouble, of course, is not threatened by 
the claim for aright to condemn property, as 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern makes, 
but by the attitude of the supreme court on 
the question of the validity of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern’s charter. 

A pretty big question here arises. 

The Georgia railroad claims that the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern bas obtained its 
charter notin strict conformity of the law. 
Tho charter was granted bya special act of 
the legisiature, and the claim is made that it 
should have been granted by the secretary of 
state, according tothe generai law for char- 
tering rai.roads, passed about ten years ago. 

Now if the supreme court holds to this point 
there are a great many railroad charters in 
Georgia that willsuddenly become as worthless 
as the paner they are written on, for there are 
doveus of charters thai have been granted by 
the legislature as special acts since the 
general law was _ passed. Many rail- 
road companies, indeed, fearing the constitu- 
tionality of the general law requiring charters 
to be granted by the secretary, have gone be- 
fore the lagisiature with their charters and 
asked for an endorsement, or re-chartering by 
that body. 

On tle contrary, if the decision of the 
supreme court be to the effect that the general 
law is unconstitutional, then there will be a 
great many Charters granted by the secretary 
of state that will have to go up in smoke, so to 
speak 

So the question is a shaky one, any way it is 
taken: 

It was c'aimed by one of the lawyers in the 
trial that the supreme court need not decide 
the question one way or another, but the court 
seemed tothink differently when the chief 
justice asked the lawyer to confine himself 
solely to that very point, the validity of the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern’s charter.

Drifting Towards Democracy. 
- The third party platform, adopted by & 
majority of the delegates to the St. Louis 
industrial conference, after they had re- 
. golved themselves into a mass meeting, 
should be studied and read between the 
lines, 

This formal declaration of principles 
and measures, {n order to be fully under- 
stood, must be viewed in the light of the 
past history of the two old parties. It is 
at once a revolt and an aspiration. Its 
real significance is encouraging, because 
the movement is away from republican 
plutocracy and in the direction of dem- 
ocracy. 

The majority of these reformers belong 
to farmers’ and other industrial organiza- 
tions in the west and northwest, and in 
the past the republican party has claimed 
their allegiance. Slowly but surely they 
have drifted away from that party. 
Various causes have influenced them, but 
the force bill policy and the oppressive 
rule of monopoly and the money power 
are mainly responsible for the popular 
protest which has now assumed the shape 
of a third party. 

Undoubtedly, the movement tends to- 
wards democracy, and when the fact is 
considered that these people are more 
violently prejudiced against the name of 
our party than they are against its princi- 
ples, their action in organizing an inde- 
pendent party, instead of training under 
the democratic banner, will be readily 
understood. Their platform is full of 
genuine democracy, with the exception of 
a few matters of detail which have no 
business in a platform. 

But it will be said that some of these 
independent alliancemen and _ representa- 
tives of other industrial orders have here- 
tofore acted with the democrats. How is 
their new departure to be explained? 
The explanation is on the surface. The 
democrats who propose thus prematurely 
to go into the third parly are under the 
impression that the eastern money power 
will control the national democracy, dictate 
its platform and name its leaders. To 
avoid such a calamity, there are a few 
apprehensive democrats who are getting 
ready to fight it in advance. 

This is a. fair statement of the situa- 
tion, and we repeat that it is encourag- 
ing. With the facts before them, the dem- 
ocracy {is practically put upon _ notice 
that its only chance to win is through 
the adoption of a platform favoring finan- 
cla] relief and tariff reform, and the nomi- 
nation of a presidential candidate who is 
known to stand fairly and squarely on 
that platform. 

This is just as it should be. No matter 
in how offensive a shape the notice may 
come, it is well for the toiling masses of the 
country to thunder into the ears of our 
democratic leaders their determination not 
to submit to the domination and dictation 
of the money power. It will be suggested 
that this warning means that Cleveland 
should not be nominated. It means ex- 
actly that, and it means that if this pro- 
test is not heeded thousands of democrats 
will break ranks and flock over to the 
third party! 

As we have said all aJong, the strength 
of the third party will depend upon the 
democrats themselves. If we submit to 
the control of the eastern plutocracy, the 
third party will be made a power in 
the land. On the other hand, if we stick 
to the principles and methods of Jeffer- 
sonian democracy, and support a platform 
and leaders pledged to the just reforms 
demanded by the masses, those who will 
otherwise look to the third party for re- 
lief will vote with us, and join us in 
celebrating |a democratic victory!

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


The New York and eastern papers—especially 
those devoted to financial imatters—have a good 
deal to say these days about the development of 
the south. Hereis what The New York Journal 
of Finance has to say on the subject of southern 
marble. It 1s of,special interest here: 

“(Until within a very few years nearly a)l the 
marble used in buildings, for monuments or for 
statuary, was either quarried in New England or 
imported from Europe. Soon after the civil war 
capital was invested in marble quarries in Ten- 
nessee, and after a while the white, dark and vari- 
colored marbles of that state obtained deserved 
recognition, both because of their beauty when 
polished, and their power of resisting climatic in- 
fluences. 

“Since then there have been enormous develop- 
ments in that industry, not only in that gstaté but 
in Georgia and North Carolina, and these continue 
to be made, No finer statuary marble of snow- 
like purity hasever been brought from Carrara 
than has of late been put upon tie market by the 
quarryinen of the last two states. And thero are 
no plants in the worid of greater dimensions or 
equipped with labor-saving machinery equal to 
one or two of those in operation in north Georgia. 

“In western North Carolina, because of the 
absence of railroad transportation, the develop- 
inept of marble deposits was delayed for a con- 
siderable period, but since the Western North 
Carolina ratiroad,a part of the Richmond and 
Danville system, has been finished. to Murphy, 
where a junction has been effected with the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia road, facilities have, been 
supplied which hive encouraged capitalists to 
make heavy investihents M marble formations 
there, and there will in all probability be in that 
transmountain section a quarrying and finishing 
industry established on a large scale. 

“The fashion at present sets more and more 
toward the use of tinted marbles for the inside 
finish of public and business buildings. This 
tendency has created a demand for as many va- 
rieties as this country or the world can furnish, 
and there is no immediate prospect that the sup- 
ply will catch ap with this demand. It is proba- 
ble, therefore, that all southern marble quarries 
conveniently near to economical transportation, 
will have a ready market for all they can prodace 
for a long time ahead.”

LARRY GANTT AND THE THIRD PARTY. 


The Alliance Editor Looks with Disfavor 
on the St. Louis Convention. 

Colonel T. L. Gantt, the well-known ex-edi- 
tor of The Southern Alliance Farmer, is in 
Atlanta on a business trip. Toa CONSTITUTION 
reporter he said, on being asked yestérday his 
views concerning the third party movement 
inaugurated at St. Louis: : 

“The third party movement, I bolieve, seri- 
ously menaces democratic success, and is much 
stronger with our farmers than you will be- 
lieve. But alliancemen are by no means 
unanimous forit, andI very much fear this 
question will create division in our ranks, and 
thus imperil the success of our organization. 
I have not as yet seen the official proceedings 
of the St.. Louis convention, and, until I do 
this, cannot tell what effect they will have 
upon our members. I see that this body 
elected a negro assistant secretary avd some 
of the speeches urged an abolition of the color 
line. If this be true, I do not believe that the 
white farmers of Georgia will endorse such 
social and political organization with negroes. 
They believe this is a white man’s govern- 
ment, and we should rule this country. They 
have negro officers in a white assembly, and 
negro speeches to urge and. dictatea policy 
highly offensive to every southerner. Such a 
spectacie may please alliancemen living north 
of Mason ‘and Dixon’s line, but it will not be 
endorsed in Georzia.”’ 

“How do the allianeemen. stand as between 
Hill and Cleveland?” 

‘Between these candidates they will support 
Hill every time. If there is a single Cleveland 
allianceman in Georgia, I have yet to mee: 
him. I tell you candidly that Mr. Cleveiand 
cannot carry this state, even if nominated, 
and it would be political suicide on the part of 
the democrats to solect him as their standard 

arer.’’ 

“Will the alliancemen go into the demo- 
cratic county mass meetings or primaries?” 

“Yes, most of them will, foreven the third 
party advocates concede the fact that there is 
no possible chance for them to elect @ presi- 
dent this year, and they can only result in 
throwing the election into the house, which 
is overwhoimingly democratic. Of course, 
they do not want to see Mr. Clevelaud, the 
candidate of Wall street, elected, for it would 
mean a repudiation of our deimands for reiief. 

‘A lliancemen are conservative, and 
when they study the situation I 
believe that they will remain almost solidly 
with the demecratic party. They see that 
every leader of this third party movement has 
selected an office for hiinself and that it vio- 
lates the principles of the Farmers’ Alliance 
by making it a partisan political organization. 
The national democratic convention tmust 
adopt a broad and liberal platform and nomi- 
nate a ticket on which the farmers can rely. 
If this is done, the third party will never gain 
a foothold in Georgia. 

‘Should the democratic party by mischancé 
nominate Mr. Cleveland for the presidency, 
which I regard as an impossibility, its effect 
will be very disastrous in sirengthening the 
third party in Georgia. It would do more toen- 
courage the movement than any other ten 
things that I know of, because the alliance 
people are unanimous in their opposition to 
Cleveland, and they would regard his nomina- 
tion as a direct affront to them and a _ notice 
served that the democratic party did not want 
thein in its ranks. It would be very different 
should Mr. Hill be nominated. The alliance 
believes that he is in sympathy with their de- 
mands for reform, and they like the earnest, 
straightforward, democratic way that he has 
in dealing with public affairs. They like bis 
domocratic record; they admire his backbone, 
and they wou!d support hin almost toa man. 
Should he be nominated, there is no reason why 
Georgia should not roi) up her old-time demo- 
cratic majority; but, to be perfectly frank, I 
believe Mr. Cleveiand’s nomination would 
lose the state to the democracy.”’ 

“What about the report that you will accept 
@ position on a Columbia, S. C., paper?” 

**T do not know huw that report originated. 
Certainly not from myself. I have several 
offers to re-enter journalism, but have not as 
yet made up my mind whatI will do.”

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Session WVeaterday—The Night 
School to Be Moved. 


The board of education held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon, and attended to several impcriant 
matters pending before the board. 

There were present Messrs. Inman, Hirsch, 
Beattie, Hendrix, Thompson, Bray, Glenn and 
Lowry. 

The report of the finance committee was read 
and approved. Itshowedthe expenses for the 
current month to be $13,516.16. 

The matter of moving the night-school came up, 
and was discussed. After the matter had been 
thoroughly talked over, it was decided to change 
the school from the present location to the hall 
over the Savings bank. It was argued that the 
present hall was‘objectionable on account of the 
noise of the locomotives. Superintendent Slaton 
was requested to give thirty days’ notice to the 
owner of the hall of the action of the board. 

The committee on building reported plans from 
two architects for a building for the grammar 
school. The committee was not prepared to re- 
port favorably on either of the two plans, and the 
matter was 1eferred back tothe commuittee for 
further consideration. Dr. A. W. Calhoun was 
requested to act with the committee inthe con- 
sideration of the matter. 

The matter of a new office for the board and for 
the superintendent Was coftinued. 

The committee on building reported the pur- 
chase of the old Lawshe lot, corner of Grecnsferry 
and Roach streets, for another colored school ata 
cost of $2,500. This was approved by the board, 
and the committee was ordered to go ahead and 
prepare the building for use. 

The resignation of Miss Ethel Butt asa teacher 
of the sixth grade of the Fair street school, was 
accepted. The comigittee supp ied her place 
temporarily by the selection of Miss Loie Waters. 

Mr. Inman, of the library committee, 
requested that the proceeds of commence- 
ments,’ gsale of ol desks and iron be 
turned over to that committee to  im- 
prove the library. This was shown to be contrary 
to an ordinance of the council, and Mr. Inman and 
Mr. Thompson were instructed to go before the 
coune! and ask for the modification of the ordi- 
nance, s0 that the money might be used at the 
discretion of the board. | 

The matter of supplying more room for bigh 
schov! students was discussed. The pros- 
pects, it scems, indicate that the influx into both 
the Boys’ and Girls’ High schools from the eighth 
grades will be eo large as to require more room 
than at present for their accommodation. The 
matter was referred tothe committee on build- 

ngs, which will take it under consideration.

DEATH OF DR. JESSE W. RANKIN. 


The End of a Life Well Spent—The 
Funeral from the Residence 
Today. 


Dr. J. W. Rankin breathed his last at 2:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. His death was 
quiet and peaceful. The end came entirely 
without pain, and he passed away without a 
murmur. His wife and his nine children and 
a number of friends surrounded his bedside at 
the time of his death. 

Dr. Rankin’s Illness. 


Dr. Rankin has been a sufferer from indi- 
— forthe past six years. His attacks 
ave been less frequent and milder than usual 
for the past few months. Sunday afternoon, 
however, he was taken witha violent, acute

attack, which strained the stomach to such an 
extent that a blood vessel burst, producing 
hemorrhage. From that time to his death, 
he suffered over twelve hemorrhages of the 
stomach, losing a very great deal of blood. 
Fxtraordinary Treatment. 


When summoned Sunday night, Dr. Hunter 
P. Cooper, the family physician, found his’ 
patient in a critical condition, and realized 
that it was only possible to save or prolong his 
life by some extraordinary treatment, if at all. 
The treatment resorted to was to supply the 
place of blood by other fluids which were in- 
jected into the arteries. Under this treatment, 
which was probably the first experiment ever 
made in the south, the patient rallied to such 
an extent that hopes of his recovery were en- 
tertained., 

Monday he regained consciousness and 
seeined to grow stronger, but Tuesday at 3 
o’clock he became worse, and again hopes were 
given up. He regained sensibility again, how- 
ever, and seemed to improve, He remained 
inthis uncertain condition until yesterday 
morning, when he began to sink steadily, and 
his physicians realized that there were no 
hopes of his ever rallying again and that the 
end was near. 

Hfe was conscious several hours before his 
death, and for some time immediately preced- 
ing theend hetalked to hisson, J. W. Kankin, 
Jr., about business and family affairs, about 
which he desired to leave instructions, 

Sketch of His Life. 


Pr. Rankin was born near Tallahassee, Fla., 

near.y fifty-four. years ago. When he was 
quite young his parents moved to Louisiana, 
where they lived some time, removing from 
there to Greene county, Georgia. In the com- 
mon schools of Greene county, Dr. Rankin re- 
ceived his early education. 
- From Greene county he moved to Augusta, 
where -he engaged in the drug  busi- 
ness. Later he married Miss Jones, of Wash- 
ington, Ga., shortly after moving to Macon, 
and becoming a partner in the drug firm of 
Hunt, Rankin & Lamar. He was then 
twenty-five years of age. 

Dr. Rankin’s admission to the firm greatly 
strengthened it, and through his instrumental- 
ity, great business capacity and indomitable 
eneryy, it established branch housesat Atlanta, 
Augusta and Albany. 

Ii 1875 Dr. Rankin came to this city to take 
personal charge of the Atlanta house, which 
still exists under the style of the Lamar & 

fankin Drug Company, of which he is the 
vice president. In 1876 his wife died, leaving 
him tive children, all of whom are living. 

In 1879 he married a second time, his wife 
being Miss Fannie Lamar, cf Macon, a daugh- 
ter of the senior member of his tirm. Four 
children were born of this marriage. Mrs. 
Kankin and the nine children are living. 

His Business Interesta, 

Heo was one of the organizers and personally 
managed thd famous Swift’s Specific com- 
pany with phenomenal success. He was presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Glass Company, president 
of the Bradfield Regulator Company, vice 
president of the Lamar & Rankin Drug Com- 
pany, and was interested in a nuinber of 
smaller enterprises. 

He was for some time president of the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company, and during 
his administration of its affairs he extended it 
to Grant park and Clark university, and 
made other valuable improvements. 

Dr. Rankin served two years in the civil 
war, and reached the rank of captain, com- 
manding a Company in ono of the Georgia 
regiments. ° 

He wasameimber of the Central Presbyte- 
rian church, and as elder was one of the pillars 
of his church.” Seven years ago he and his 
wife established the -Georgia avenne mission, 
which has since developed into the Georgia 
avenue or Sixth Presbyterian church, of which 
Rev. Mr. Frazer is pastor. The Sixth Presby- 
terian church is now one of the most prosper- 
ous of the younger ones in the city, and is at- 
tended by a large congregation. 

Dr. Rankin was a man of remarkable busi- 
ness capacity and energy and was never known 
to failin any enterprise which he undertook. 
His success was unbroken from his early start 
in life to the time of his death. He leaves a 
valuable estate, all of which is the fruit of his 
own labor.

Georgla’s Governor Talks Bask at the 
Fiery Little State. 


ALL ABOUT A REQUISITION REFUSED.

Governor Tillman Refuses to Grant a Req- 
visition for L. 8. Mellichamp, of South 
Carolina—His Reasons Given. 


Tho governor of South Carolina—that con- 
vivial fellow who has been having so much 
fun at the expense of the governor of North 
Carolina—is now at outs with the governor of 
Georgia. 

ftisall abouta requisition case and came 
about in this wise. 

Some time ago the governor of Georgia was 
petitioned by an Agusta firm to demand requi- 
sition for one Louis S. Mellichamp, who form- 
erly lived in Aiken, S.C. The man was 
wanted for getting guano from the firm 
to the amount of $5,000, it is claimed, for 
which payment has never been made. He is 
not wanted, of course, for the mere refusal to 
pay the debt, but for the way in which he got 
the goods, it being claimed that criminal prose- 
cution must follow. 

Mellichamp is a South Carolinian. He lived 
in Aiken, but has since moved to Charleston. 

When he heard that a requisition would be 
made for him by Governor Northen, he imme- 
diately wrote to Governor Tillman, 
of lis state, asking for a 
hearing before the governor granted the requi- 
sition. The case went before Governor Till- 
man, and was argued pro and con. 

Then Governor Tillman wrote to Governor 
Northen refusing to grant the requisition in 
very positive terms. 

He said in his letter that he did not believe 
the case was one of sufficient significance to 
warrant a requision, in the first place. In the 
second place he did not think Mellichamp 
guilty of being a fugitive from 
justice, as he had not run from 
Georgia into South Carolina to avoid trial. 

Lastly, he expatiates quite fully upon the 
injustice of taking a man from his own native 
state, away from his friends and acaquain- 
tances to be tried in a distant state, where 
everybody isa stranger to him, and the sur- 
roundings necessarily influenced by the pres- 
ence of the prosecutor.

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JUDGE TANNER’S FUNNY DILEMMA, 


From Which He Was Extricated by an 
Accommodating Oriental—Mr, Dan 
Hall’s Side of the Story. 


udge Henry Tanner, the affable clerk of 
the superior court, had a puzzling document 
before him yesterday. 

It was a Chinese puzzle, and he was trying 
to unrave! it. 

One by one the attaches of the clerk’s office 
stepped up and took a long look at the curious, 
bierog!yplic scrawl! on the strip of red paper, 
and turned away, shaking their heads doubt- 
fully. They had no solution to offer. 

“Well,” Judge Tanner said finally, ‘this is 
the most novel suit that has ever been filed 
jn this court—a Chinese suit.” 

The judze and those around him laughed 
heartily wt the curious penmanship of the 
oriental. 

It was the bail trover proceeding sued out 
by Chong Yick against Lee Jong, alias Lee 
Sang Sing. 

The suit had been filed in the clerk’s office, 
according to the usual mode of procedure. 

Itis the duty of the clerk of the superior 
court to make a copy of every suit 
that is filed in the oitice. For this pur- 
pose two or three typewriters are employed 
in the office. ; ; 

Chong Yick’s suit was no exception to the 


-gule. It had to be copied justlike any other 


suit. 

The allegations were made in Mr. Will 
Mover’s rood Enyglish—that was all richt; it 
was easily copied. But appended to the suit 
was the contract, the original, a formidable- 
looking documentin glaring Chinese charac- 
ters. It was marked on b!ood-red paper, and 
the hieroglyphics were blacker than charcoa!— 
it had to be copied, too. 

Judge Tanner is ready for al] kinds of emer- 
gencies, but he hasn't a Chinese typewriter in 
his emp'oy. 

It was an amusing dilemma, and the judge 
might now be puzzling over that curious docu- 
ment but for the he!p of Chong Yick. 

“Yon canna writee?”’ he queried, ‘me gettee 
mannee writee.”’ 

He chuckled at his own cleverness, bnt he 
wasas geod as his word. He broughtina 
nice-looking voung Chinaman—an oriental 
dude—a scho'arly young fellow, who quickly 
transcribed the forimidable-looking legal paper 
and turned it over to Judge Tanner with a 
happy smile. This was then duly attached 
to the extra copy kept in the clerk’s office. 

Lee Jong, alias Chong Yick, was arrested 
Wednesday night, and spent the night behind 
the bars of the county jail. Yesterday morn- 
ing he furnished bond and was released. But 
that Chinese suit is still in the cierk’s bands, 
returnable to the fall term of the superior 
court 

How is the court going to understand it? 

Mr. Hall Talks. 


There are two sides to every question. Mr. 
Dan Hall, who was arrested under a bail 
trover proceeding Wednesday afternoon, has a 
strong defense to make. 

Mr. Hiall was in the employ of 
Bendal!, Harvey & Co. last year as a tobacco 
saiesiian.

A bail trover action was begun by the firm 
to recover the tobacco, and a part of it was 
found by the shoriff. 

Mr. Hall says: ‘The firm isindebted to 
me, and I was advised to dispose of enough of 
their assets in my hands to liquidate their 
indeb:edness to me on last year’s work, and to 
bring suit for the balance, which I have done. 
Ican't give bond to produce what I have not 
got. I came to jail because I would not give 
a bond for the tobacco.”” 

Mr. ilall brought suit against Bendall, Har- 
vey & Co. last Saturday for $3,500 for his sal- 
ary for the present year.
